One thousand persons in Tokio who 


escaped the earthquake and fire that 
followed have committed suicide by 
drowning, insane with grief. 


In Tokio and Yokohama less than 


forty-eight hours food supply remains 
and many 
thousands are 
suffering 


from lack of drinking water. Engin- 
eers are doing their utmost to repair 
the mains and reservoirs. 


The flames approached the Tokio 


jail and fearing that nearly a thousand 
prisoners would he roasted alive, the 
officials released them. Many of the 
convicts immediately started looting.

YANKEE PROCESS DIES IN LONDON 


By Moto Takata 


OSAKA, Japan, Sept. 4.—The for- 


eign settlement 
at Yokohama 
was 


completely destroyed by tremendous 
earthquakes Saturday. 


The Ameri-can consulate collapsed, 


the consul and his wife dying in tb-, 
ruins. 


The British Consul also was killed. 
Destruction by quakes, lires and 


floods at Tokio was even moie appal- 
lug, first official reports, issued today, 
declaring 200,000 were killed and in- 
jured in the capital alope. 


Uioting has broken out at Tokio, 


adding its horrors to those of the 
flames. The population is in desper- 
ate need of food. 
Koreans are re- 


ported to be taking a leading part in 
looting and 
pillaging, and 
martial 


law, which was proclaimed after the 
disaster, has been extended. 


But the burden of the tragedy is 


being borne by royalty as well as the 
btarving masses. 
Prince Matsukata 


succumbed today to injuries iecei\ed 
when his house tumbled upon him at 
Kamakura. Princess Kanyn and her 
son, Prince Higashikuni, also were 
lulled. 


The whereabouts of other royalty is 


unknown and others are feared to 
have perished. 


Terrible scenes are reported from 


Yokohama. The main part of the city 
is completely destroyed, while the city 
hall, the Grand hotel and Specie bank 
are in ruins. The harbor is cluttered 
with wreckage, many ships having 
collided. 
The breakwater was de- 


stroyed. Many ships loaded to the 
danger point with refugees have put 
to sea. 
Hakone is believed to have been 


completely destroyed. Many Japanese 
notables and foreign 
residents who 


were staying at mountain hotels prob- 
ably escaped. 


Huge Tital Wave.

Itami was heavily damaged. 
There 


were monstrous tidal waves at Kama- 
kura, Hayama and other noted sea re- 
sorts, which were hard hit, but owing 
to the 
lack of communication, the 


exact extent of the destruction is un- 
known. 
For ten hours after the catastrophe 


airplane observation and attempts to 
communicate with the stricken cities 
by airplane were useless, owing to the 
density of the smoke. This lack of 
authentic information 
caused many 


unfounded rumors. 
The new premier, Yamamoto, was 


falsely reported to have been assassi- 
nated by a Korean. 
All available warships and steamers 


have been ordered to participate in 
relief work. They must bear the brunt 
of the transport service as the rail- 
ways are disorganized. 


Osaka, Kobe and other large cities 


have already shipped quantities of 
provisions to the devastated areas. 
The Mainichi and the Asahi, two of 
the greatest newspapers, 
are co- 


operating in relief work. 
Fire Is still raging in parts of 


Tokio and Yokohama. The suffering 
is severe. The inhabitants are re- 
signed to their fate and restrained, 
however.

we left Point Hope behind us, the 
ninth of August, and headed north- 
west into the Arctic ocean.

I could see them with a well-stocked 
larder comfortably housed

with two walrus side boats, twenty 
shaggy Eskimo dogs, sleds, hunting

tered 
shortly before rounding 
the 


point. 
Thtn, during the night, the 
tem- 


perature dropped to 37 degrees and 
at 4:30 a. m., August 11, we ran into 
a field of scattered ice which we be- 
gan to work thru. But as we ad- 
vanced the ice apex 
became

tightly packed and we shortly found 
ourselves unable to move against it, 
We squirmed back into clear water 
and then turned southwest along the 
edge of the floe In search of an open- 
ing which might carry us on our way 
to Wrangell. 


Then, almost without warning down

perilous. There we were within a 
short distance of huge cakes of ice, 
Irom thirty to fifty feet In thickness, 
and about an acre or more in area,

ckar weather these cakes could have 
ben easily avoided.

had evidently drifted 
away 


from the land for we saw a good deal 
of sand and dirt upon it 
The next 


day we steamed 
seven miles further 


and came into another stretch of open 
water with the edge of the pack run- 
ning north by west. We followed along 
this for about twenty-four miles and 
finally found our progress blocked by 
•A great sheet of ice running east and 
west we then decided to buck the pack 
again heading directly 
for 
Wrangel 


which was now only the thirty miles 
distant And then down came the fog 
once more and closer crept the ice 
fields. We drifted with the current in 
the direction of Herald island, thirty- 
eight miles west of Wrangel, this was 
August 13 at 2 a. m. 


The fog held at that day and on till 


the afternoon of the next when it 
cleared sufficiently for me to take an 
observation. 
I found that our drift 


during the preceding forty-eight hours 
had brought us within seven miles of 
Herald line. Then for nve days solid 
we alternately 
bucked 
ice. drifted 


backed up and fought off menacing ice 
cakes. It was one continual succes- 
' sion of fogs, with rain and mist filling 


I in the interval. We hardly saw the 
Isun ir< all that time.

i lifted for a few minutes or perhaps 
longer we would work our way thru 
! the" tortuous lanes between the float-

of ice. Then 
when it 


descended again we would tie up to 
v.-hat seemed a secure cake and wait 
the weather favor.

! became more open, the leads of water

! solid ire. Finally, on Ausuetj 19 we 
sped thru the iast barrier and entered 


a narrow lane of water which bordered 
the east coast of Wrangell island. 


It seemed to us that no human be- 


ing could find a foothold, let alone a 
living in such a desolate place.

SHOWS DESIKE TO BULLD. 


Financial Conditions Not Such Now 


That New Structure Can Be Un- 


dertaken, But It Will Not 


Be Forgotten. 


Burlington officials 
discussed 
the 


matter of a passenger 
station with 


Secretary Whitten, Chairman Cornell 
of the transportation committee of the 
chamber and Mayor Zehrung Monday 
afternoon. 


Vice President E. P. Bracken, speak- 


ing for President Holden of the road 
said that at the present time the Bur- 
lington could make no definite prom- 
ise, other than that plans are in mind 
to build just as soon as the company 
can spare the money for an expendi- 
ture of this Bize. He said the cost of 
a station here will run Into high fig- 
ures, that its need is appreciated by 
officials, and that it will be built just 
as soon as the company can spare the 
'"money. 
General Manager Flynn announced 


that a contract has been let to resur- 
face with asphalt the O street viaduct 
and that this work will be done at 
once. 
Other neded 
repairs to this 


structure wil be made. 


Industrial Commissioner Westervelt 


and Superintendent Mullen attended 
the conference. 


Mr. Bracken 
assured 
representa- 


tives that the Burlington railroad has 
in mind a new depot for Lincoln; that 
even Lincoln 
business men do not 


realize more the need of a nest. sta- 
tion here than 
officials of the road. 


The situation is that in the first six 
-months of this year the railroad did 
not earn dividend 
requirements; in 


-July it earned no more than operating 
expenses. Rates cannot be raised and 
the one plan to make en-is meet seen 
by railroad 
executives is to spend 


money where it will save money. The 
Burlington is trying to spend $20,000,- 
000 this year, much of it oc operating 
devices that will sav? money, 
and 


what is not to save money on neces- 
sities that cannot be put off. 


Mr. Bracken said President Holden 


of the road would be happy to send 
word to Lincoln that the Burlington 
will build at once. He cannot do that 
now, 
but it Is reasonably certain that 


the time will come in the near future 
Iwhen he can do that, and will. The 
Wyoming flood disaster has cost the 
company $800,000. 
The Chicago fire 


was costly. The company is spending 
in Lincoln 
terminal 
Improvements 


-near to a quarter of a million dollars 
-this year. It had recently arranged to 
have viaduct improvements made on 
ihe O street structure that will cost 
between $8,000 an«l $9,000. Burlington 
-officials know Lincoln's claim for a 
"new depot and it will aot DP forgotten. 
"Plans have been considered and the 
proposition gone into sufficiently to 
know that it will cost a jot of money, 
more than Mr. Holden could authorize 
, rithout action by his board of direc- 
tors. He could make no definite prom- 
ise as to action on the matter but ex- 
pressed the hope that it will be soon 
enough to avoid Lincoln great incon- 
venience. 


Mr. Bracken 
spoke about money 


saving and labor saving devices that 
are being put in place over the sys- 
tem. In Lincoln a new cinder pit is 
now in operation, requiring four men 
^where the old system required four- 
teen. Recently the company has set- 
tled with Me operators and the main- 
tenance of tray men at an added labor 
expense of nearly three-quarters of a 
million. Other labor adjustments are 
at hand. Operating costs go up and 
revenues do not increase. It Is some- 
thing unusual for the Burlington rail- 
road to put up a poor mouth but it is 
doing It honestly. 
It has lost the 


short haul. Recently he questioned his 
agent at Seward about merchandise 
receipts. The agent told him the rail- 
road handled very little of that now 
—it IB all handled by trucks. It Is the 
-same at all stations. The trucks and 
-autos have picked up the short haul

statement. Both hoped that the finan- 
cial situation wil! adjust itself soon 
and that the structure will come along

By the Tokio Correspondent of the Osaka 
Maluichl. 


- OSAKA, Japan, Sept. 4.—My last 
sight of Tokio was at 3 p. m. on Satur- 


day. 


At that time, in the midst of un- 


checked fires and repeated shocks I 
saw people trying vainly 
to reach 


safety, 
heedless 
of 
hundreds 
of 


corpses in the streets. 


The disaster had come upon Tokio 


about three hours earlier. 


The first shock- was fek at a little 


before noon on Saturday. The center 
of the quake was 
then believed to 


have been at the bottom of the sea, 
near Oshlma island, about fifty miles 
south-west of us. 


It came in the form of n dozen ter- 


rible vertical, four inch wave move- 
ments, the earth beneath us rising 
and falling. 


Within an hour the quake had some- 


what subsided, but tremors continued. 


A disastrous conflagration followed 


the shaking to pieces of Tokio and 
Yokohama. Yokusuka was almost com- 
pletely destroyed as were the districts 
of Cieiba, Kantgawa, Shizuoka 
and 


Saigama. 


The extqnt of the damage and 


casualties was at first incalcuable. At 
the time I estimated nearly 200,000 
houses had been destroyed in Tokio 
and that a. like number of inhabitants 
had been killed and injured. 


The crown prince's palace, nearly 


all the buildings of our government, 
the Bank of Japan, the imperial uni- 


•v ersity and library, department stores, 
theaters, public halls, all the news- 
paper offices—these were totally de- 
stroyed. 


The imperial palace itself was heav- 


ily damaged. 


The magnificent new "skyscrapers" 


of which Tokio was proud and which 
had been recently completed in front 
of the central station, were destroyed. 


Our prince regent, who fled from 


ihe imperial palace at the first shock, 
later returned to a small detached 
structure which at first was judged 
safe. But as the danger continued he 
fled again from the city and thru 
Takasaki, sixty miles to the north- 
west. His destination is unknown. 


One of the most terrible occurrences 


of those first brief hours in the crumb- 
ling, burning capital was when the 
government printing 
office collapsed 


and several hundred employes were 
pinned in the ruins. 


Another tragedy of which we heard 


early was near Fuji, where 500 girl 
spinners were killed in the crash of 
a factory. 


When I left Tokio, frantic refugees 


were struggling to escape thru streets 
piled with corpses. 


The tremendous convulsions of the 


parth had broken the gas mains of 
the city and this was followed by 
numerous fires. The gas became 
ignited and a hurricane-like wind 
that blew in from the bay following 
the shocks fanned 
the flames and 


whipped them to every part of the 
city. 


Houses burned literally like match 


boxes in a furnace. The fire gained 
terrific headway until it was impos- 
sible to think 
of checking it 
The 


great wind' picked up huge blazing 
timbers and hurled Them along nntil 
soon hte entire city was in flames. 


In the path of the devouring fiery- 


tongues that licked their way. con- 
suming blocks after blocks of flimsy, 
crowded houses, wounded persons, 
pinned down by wreckage of the first 
quakes, were Tjumed alive. Their 
shrieks filled the air -but none could 
rescue them.

governor of Nebraska Hopes to 


Supply Soft 
Coal at the 


August Price, $2.75 at 


Mine. 


Governor Bryan has furnished no 


coal for cities or public committees, 
but he sa!ti Tuesday he had inquiries 
and money from many communities 
showing that a great interest is be- 
ing taken in his 
offer 
to 
furnish 


northern Illinois coal at 
the 
mine 


price plus freight. 
He has also ar- 


ranged for Colorado coal. 
He sug- 


gests that cities and villages in the 
easterti part of the state can use Il- 
linois soft coal and 
people 
in the 


•western part of the state can, on ac- 
count of freight rates, use Colorado 
semi-bituminous coal, similar to Rock 
Springs coal. 


He offered In August to furnish Il- 


linois coal at $2.75 a ton at the mine. 
The September price is 25 cents a ton 
higher, but he hopes to obtain a sup- 
ply at the August price. 


This increase in price the governor 


lays mostly at the door of President 
Coolidge. He says the statement of 
the president in August that he de- 
sired to have governors of eastern 
states appoint 
a representative 
to 


meet to discuss better distribution of 
coal and to urge the greater use of 
bituminous coal instead of anthracite 
was followed by an effort on the part 
of coal operators to raise the price at 
a time when distribution of coal was 
not a problem and when the country 
was literally choked with overproduc- 
tion of soft coal. 


"The president should take over the 


anthracite 
mines," 
said 
Governor 


Bryan "unless the anthracite strike is 
called off or avoided, and he should 
operate them and reduce the price 
and freight rates and prosecute any 
dealer who adds more than $3 to the 
price. 
Soft coal should be reduced 


35 cents a ton at the mines. The 
president should 
notify 
soft 
coal 


that i£ they raise the price the fed- 
eral government -will take over bi- 
tuminous mines." 


The governor said some cities and 


villages in Nebraska have already got 
he benefit of reduced prices on coal 


fioni local dealers. He said the mar- 
gin on coal is greater in localities out- 
side of Lincoln than it is in these two 
cities where there has been competi- 
tion. 
The governor declined to give the 


names of city councils or public com- 
mittees who are about to accept his 
offer of a coal supply because he be- 
lieves the coal ^combine •will immedi- 
ately try to prevent relief being given 
the people. However, he said he had 
received inquiries all over the state, 
including th cities of Kearney, -York, 
Oxford, North Loup. Gering, Lewellen, 
Friend, Mllligan, Holdrege, Hyannis, 
Ainsworth, Red Cloud, Franklin, Sil- 
ver Creek. O'Neill, Hebron, 'North 
Platte, Ragan, Hartington, Osceola 
and Sumner. 


He told of a man in, a town near 


Lincoln who got" a prl«e from a whole- 
saler, then 
obtained subscriptions 


from citizens for 700 tons to be sold 
at $10.50 a ton when the local price 
was $1.50 more than that, but when 
ihe man came to order the wholesaler 
refused to let him have the coal. 


The 
governor 
has 
received 
in- 


quiries from more than fifty communi- 
ties, including mayors, councils, public 
committees, farmers' grain organiza- 
tions, farmers' elevators, farmers' co- 
operative stores and commercial clubs. 
Many are ready to take a supply and 
are asking about terms and conditions. 
One commercial club held a special 
meeting and directed the secretary to 
ask for 900 tons, the governor says 
he does not believe in competing with 
legitimate business And he does not 
care to furnish coal to any one who 
intends to make a profit, but he be- 
lieves in competing with a national 
monopoly such as the coal, gasoline 
and cement trusts. He thinks cheaper 
coal in Nebraska means a saving of 
$15,000,000 on this winter's supply.

WASHINGTON, Sept 4.—Cyrus E. 


Woods, United States ambassador to 
Japan, Mrs. Woods and the whole 
personnel of the American embassy 
in Tokio are safe, Woods notified the 
state department otday- 


Woods' message said the embassy 


was totally destroyed by the earth- 
quake. 


It was very brief and did not dis- 


close whether any of the other Ameri- 
cans v -in Tokio 
or Yokohama were 


victims of the disaster. 


Today's message from Woods was 


the first received from any Ameri- 
can government 
representative 
in 


Japan since the disaster 
occurred. 


More detailed advices are expected 
during the day.

Woods, sent from the radio station at 
Iwaki and undated- 


"All embassy buildings 
totally de- 


stroyed but no one in embassy in- 
jured. 


"Food situation, very acute.

rations at once from" Philippines."

Crews are changed, to be sure, but the engine that is 
coupled onto a main line passenger train these days 
runs from 300 to 500 or more miles before It gets back 
into a roundhouse for inspection.' A few years ago the 
ideal engine trip was 100 miles and each engineer 
claimed his own engine. 
Now an engine may carry 


three or four crews on a single run. Greater mileage 
pei engine is possible with the longer runs, fewer en- 
gines are required to do the work, less s'Uop work is 
necessary, and terminal work is cut down ')y removing 
th» necessity for power changes. Demana for greater 
ser\ic» and greater efficiency brings about many 
changes. 


A crop reporter calls attention to the Nebraska hay 


crop value while we are settles the wheat crop aside 
to pay for gasoline and the corn crop aside to pay for 
new autos and deterioration on old ones. He points 
out that the different kinds of hay bring from $15 to 
$25 a ton on the Kansas City market and thai this price 
reflects the demand. Nebraska has a big hay crop this 
year. 
Freight rates may take up too much of t*ie 


amount paid to suit the producer, but the value of the 
crop runs into big figures after all. In recent years 
some farmers who were also stock feeders found profit 
in selling their hay crop outright and abandoning 
feeding for the time being.
